)D rWO AND FOUR POINTED BARB WIRES. 

^ The preference of farmers has been divided 
between the 2-point and 4-point barbs, some con¬ 
tending that if two points are good, four k must be 
Y< better; while others ask: “If two are enough, why 
%o you want more to add to the weight and 
cost ?” We know the preponderance^ opinion is 
in favor of the 2-point family, and we confess we 
0 are strongly in favor of the latter. We know that 
al the Glidden 2-point is far superior and more 
Y effective than any 4-point wire, and the following 
1 are some of the reasons for the faith that is in us: 

* The Glidden is wrapped around only one wire 
lf (see cut) and takes less than hale as much material 
as the four-point barbs. 

^ Taking less material it weighs less, hence costs 
less per rod. 

Having but little weight in the barbs, we can 
put more weight in the main strands without 
( increasing the cost, thereby giving much greater 
a strength. 

^ Being coiled about one wire only, it does not 
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bind the two main strands together, and hence 
does not interfere with contraction and expan- 


-mroucio WILLL CONTRACTION AND EXPAN- 

sion, which is the great object of twisted wires; 
hence the fence remains taut in all temperatures! 


All the points coming from between two twisted 
mam strands, the barbs cannot turn, get loose, or 
be removed, except by cutting them off. 

The barbs are scattered along the line, each 
inches apart, which is about half the distance of 
the 4-point wires, thereby giving greater efficiency. 

Every point stands alone and separate from 
another point, so that an animal gets the full 
effect of the barb or point. 

The Pour Points are held in place between the 
! main strands, either by their twist, or, if wire 
barbs, by being wrapped about both main wires 
If the former, any breakage of the line allows the 
barbs to fall out, and if the latter, it will be found 
, im P°ssible to bind the barbs upon the outside of 
two twisted wires so that they will remain solid 
and firm, because, however tight they may at first 
appear, when the fence is put under strain the 
mam wires are drawn together and away from the 
j barb, leaving it loose. 

It takes twice as much material to encircle two 
wires as to encircle one wire, hence four barbs are 
heavy and costly. To obviate this they are placed 
LONG distances apart, and the size of the main 
wires is diminished and Weakened. 

It-is impossible to attach them so that the points 
all stand at right angles to the line; in fact, two 
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Above cut represents the Glidden Steel Babb 
Wise, showing the manner of attaching the barbs, 
which are only 4% inches apart, all the points 
projecting from between the two twisted ™«in 
wires, which holds them firmly to place.

For stretching wire it has no equal. Place the 
chain around the post, hook the lip eccentric at 
the end of the rope to the wire ; now wind up, and 
a little child can break any wire ever made. For 
splicing wire, place one end of the wire under the 
lip eccentric on the frame, and the other end to 
lip eccentric at the end of the rope; now draw 
them together and splice. For raising hogs, cat¬ 
tle or any other weight it is indispensable. The 
chain is far superior to a hook fastened to one 
side of the post, as when the ground is wet, strain 
being on one side, has a tendency to loosen and 
turn the post; it is not necessary to hold it up 
with one hand, and undertake to turn the wind¬ 
lass with the other.

The Glidden was the first practical barb wire 
placed on the market and it has always held its 
place as the best. 

Fresh water lime and sour milk (not loppered), 
makes an excellent paint for fences and out-build¬ 
ings. Mix to the consistence of cream, and keep 
well stirred from the bottom, as used, to prevent 
its “setting.” A little salt should be added. 
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The Glidden is made from two full number 12 
steel wires. Nearlyfa^ other manufacturers use 
one-half to full size smaller , or No.-12}^ or 13 main 
wire. This makes a difference of 250 to 300 pounds 
in the tensile or breaking strength of each strand, 

- which in a fence of four lines would be over 1,000 

pounds. Notwithstanding the Glidden is composed 
of larger main wires, it weigh* no more per rod than 
others of smaller main wires, because of its lighter 
barbs. The Glidden has the most material in ths 
main line (thus giving most strength), and least in 
the barbs of any, other barb wire. At the same 
price per pound the Glidden is one to three cents 
per rod cheaper than any other barb wire of equal 
size main wires. These facts should^be remem¬ 
bered when purchasing fencing. 

Bt actual test on one of Riehle’s Wire’ Testing 
Machines the Glidden wire^stood a strain of; 33 per 
cent, greater than any one of eight different styles 
of barb wire experimented upon, and a much 
greater per cent, than this on some of them. 
Such wire as we use costs us more to buy, but in 
the fence is actually worth to the farmer double 
the money that low grade material is. In fact, 
poor wire is dear at any price. 

! To prevent plows or any highly polished metal 

surface from rusting, take one ounce of pure bees¬ 
wax, and after chipping it up fine, place in a quart 
bottle and fill with naptha or benzine. Cork tight 
and after allowing it to stand twenty-four hours 
or more, draw off the clear solution with care into 
another bottle, and it is ± then ready for use. 
Apply with a soft- sponge a thin coat, let stand 
thirty minutes and polish with soft paper or 
chamois skin.

The Glidden is the shortest and sharpest barb 
in the market, hence the moment an animal 


touches it it pricks, but does not make a deep 
puncture. Pricking at the moment of contact, 
the barb is more effective and is not half as liable 
to injure an animal as a dull pointed one, because 
when the points are dull the animal crowds 
against and becomes entangled in the fence, 
which they would never do if they had been 
pricked the instant they touched it.

“Slipped” 
coat is a common brown coat, smoothed off with 
a second coat, but not hard finished. From above 
table cost of plastering any job can be estimated.

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The value and use of the land occupied and 
shaded by a hedge fence is double the cost and 
expense of keeping in repair a Glidden Barb Wire 
fence. The former is liable to be killed in many 
ways, after waiting years for it to grow, as by rab¬ 
bits, etc. A barb wire fence will last a life time. 
Rabbits don’t like to gnaw it. 

Blacking for harness: Beeswax, ft>.; ivory 
black (dry), 2 oz.; spirits of turpentine, 1 oz.; Prus¬ 
sian blue ground in oil, 1 oz.; copal varnish, oz. 
Melt the wax and stir it into the other ingredients 
before mixture is quite cold. Make into balls. 
Rub a little upon a brush and apply to the har¬ 
ness, then polish lightly with silk. 

At this time it hardly seems necessary to discuss 
the merits of barb fencing, as a fencing, for the 
fact is admitted by all who have seen and used it* 
In a few words its merits are— Cheapness : it costs 
not more than one-half as much as any other kind 
of efficient fencing. Indestbuctibility : it will 
last a life-time, as it does not decay. It is proof 
against foods, fire and wind . It is not the occasion 
of snow-drifts . It does not harbor vermin or nox¬ 
ious weeds . It occupies but little room . It casts no 
shade . It does not exhaust the soil , as do hedges. It 
only takes half to one-fourth as many posts as a 
board fence and the posts will last ./we times as long , 
as they are not swayed and loosened by winds and 
exposed to air and water. It is not stolen for fuel. 
It keeps out mankind as well as animals. No ani¬ 
mal, large or small, can pass it. It is the easiest 
and quickest erected and transported. It is the 
best Fence in the wobld. 

Hydbaulic cement mixed with linseed oil forms 
an incombustible and water-proof paint. 

Nothing equals Barb Wire for sheep. Dogs and 
wolves cannot disturb them.

TO COMPUTE THE DRESSED WEIGHT OF 
CATTLE. 

Measure as follows : The girt close behind the 
shoulders; the length from the fore part of the 
shoulder blade along the back to the bone at the 
tail, in a vertical line with the buttocks. Then 
multiply the square of the girt in feet by five times 
the length in feet, and divide the product by 1.5; 
the quotient will give the dressed weight of the 
quarters.

Note— With very fat cattle, divide by 1.425, and 
very lean by 1.574. The quarters of a beef are 
very little more than half the weight of the living 
animal. The hide weighs about the eighteenth 
part, and the tallow the twelfth part.

Cost per rod for a 3-wire Glidden fence is about 
50 cents, wnich includes all material and labor in 
building and hauling. Cost per rod of a 4-board 
fence, which would not turn stock as well as a 3- 
wire fence, would be about $1.07 per rod, includ¬ 
ing all labor, etc. These estimates are based upon 
present prices of wire and lumber. 



We have Steel Staples of the following lengths i 
l^t inch for hard wood posts; 1% and inch 
for soft wood. One pound contains 70 to 95 
staples. 

Ascertain the number of rods, in width and 
length, of any lot you wish to measure, and mul¬ 
tiply one into the other, and divide by 160, and 
you have the number of acres, as 160 rods make a 
square acre. If you wish to lay off one acre 
square, measure 13 rods upon each side. This 
lacks one rod of full measurement.

You can plow so much nearer to a Barbed Wire 
fence than rail, hedge or board, that the extra 
amount of land you can till will buy and keep in 
repair a Barbed Wire fence. 

Boiled oil and finely powdered charcoal make 
an excellent paint for preserving fence-posts, 
water-spouts and casks. Mix to about the con¬ 
sistence of paint, and lay on two or three coats. 

One or two lines of Barb Wire on old board or 
rail fences give them a new lease of life. Better 
take them down though, and build a “bran new ” 
Glidden one. It don’t cost much and it gives you 
lots of comfort. • 

Corn loses one-fifth in drying, and wheat one- 
fourteenth; hence it is better to sell at a consider¬ 
able less price in the fall, than to hold grain ’till 
spring. 

A 3-wire Glidden fence is more effective and 
will last three times as long as a 4-board fence, 
and costs less than half as much to build. 

A few pounds of copperas, dissolved in a buck¬ 
et of water, and sprinkled in cesspools or any 
place emitting foul smells, will purify and sweeten 
them. 

Board Fences are short lived; they soon decay, 
and animals are constantly breaking them down.

Posts last twice as long with wire as with boards 
because the winds do not loosen and expose them 
to air and water. 

Over one hundred and fifty railroad companies 
use the Glidden Wire. 

Wire properly galvanized will last a life-time. 
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The ordinary car load is 20,000. Most roads 
allow their cars to be loaded to the maximum 
weight of 24,000 to 28,000 lbs., but charge at car 
rates for the excess above 20,000 lbs. The follow¬ 
ing amounts usually constitute a car load : 70 bar¬ 
rels of salt, 70 of lime, 90 of flour, 200 sacks of 
flour, 6 cords of soft wood, 18 to 20 head of cattle, 
50 to 60 head of hogs, 80 to 100 head of sheep, 
9,000 ft. of solid boards, 17,000 ft. of siding, 13,000 
ft. of flooring, 40,000 shingles, one-half less of 
hard lumber, one-fourth less of green lumber, one- 
tenth of joists, scantling and all other large tim¬ 
bers, 340 bushels of wheat, 400 of corn, 680 of oats, 
400 of barley, 360 of flax seed, 360 of apples, 430 of 
Irish potatoes, 1,000 bushels of bran. 

Hay Measure. —About 500 cubic feet of well- 
settled hay, or about 700 of new-mown hay will 
make a ton. 

To Estimate Amount of Hay in Mow. —Ten 
cubic yards of meadow hay weigh a ton. When 
the hay is taken out of old stacks, eight or nine 
yards will make a ton. Eleven or twelve cubic 
yards of clover, when dry, weigh a ton. 

Note. —The only accurate method to measure 
hay is to weigh it, since two quantities, equal in 
bulk, will never weigh alike. Any rule is simply 
an approximation. 

Possibly you may save your crops and reap 
what you sow if your lands are [not well fenced, 
but the probabilities are that you won’t. If you 
fence with Glidden Wire there are no chances 
about it. You are absolutely certain to save all 
that grows, so far as stock is concerned. Would 
it not be wise economy to build good Glidden 
Wire Fences and be sure of saving what you have 
been to the expense and trouble to raise.

THICK-SET . 

The Thick-Set Glidden is fast taking the place 
of all 4-point barbs, even with those whose prefer¬ 
ence has been for the latter.

This is more than double 
the number that most 4-points have, and 40 to 80 
more than any of them .

FOUR-POINT. 

* The Foub Point Glidden is a new candidate for 

public favor, offered this season for the first time, 
and possesses distinctive featues. As a four-point 
it is superior to any other manufactured, and over¬ 
comes many of the serious objections to four- 
points in general. 

First— The barb is attached to one only of the 
main wires, hence the contraction and expansion is 
not interfered with by binding the wires together . 

Second —The barb being attached to one only of 
the main wires, and does not envelope the two, 
much less wire is used in the construction of the 
barbs, therefore it weighs less per rod than any 
other four-point made. 


SINGLE WIRE. 

The Glidden oval twisted single barb wire is 
likewise new. Being oral barbs cannot turn , get 
loose, or come off, or slide lengthwise. Being twisted, 
gives it considerable elasticity or “spring,” in a 
measure overcoming the’effects of heat and cold 
the same as two inter-twisted wires. It is without 
question the best single barb wire in the market, 
and has the additional merit of being one cent per 
pound cheaper than barb wires made from two 
strands.
